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[57] ABSTRACT

Pressure vessels are disclosed for containing a foamable
mixture of liquid and a blowing agent for incrementally
or continuously’ dispensing a foam of constant foam-
volume ratio. Liquid compositions having coating or
polymeric solids are capable of being foamed and dis-
pensed with the apparatus. The method and apparatus
are especially advantageous in dispensing foamed coat-
ings, paints or adhesives with superior control.
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
